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‘WHAT ABOUT LOCAL CIVIL DEFENSE? 


Deep concern over the possibility of atomic war is being ex- 
ressed in this community, with many persons now wanting to 
be just what measures they can take to protect themselves 
from fallout, either on an individual family basis, or on a com- 
munity basis. 

Taking an initial He toward securing answers to current 
questions was the Porterville City Disaster council, called into ses- 
sion Monday afternoon by Mayor Jack Letsinger. 

At this meeting a committee was named to immediately 
make a survey of any existing buildings that might afford pro- 
tection from fallout. It is likely that additional public meetings 
will be called to discuss the various problems of civil defense, 

Actually civil defense plans cannot be confined to the city 
of Porterville, since there is great overlapping between city, 
county, and school districts. Any overall local plan must be con- 
ceived on an area, not strictly a city basis. 

The city of Porterville does have certain responsibilities with- 
in its incorporated limits. It must be prepared to maintain if pos- 
sible the operation of city utility services; it must provide police 
and fire protection in case of disaster; in brief, it must be pre- 
pared to continue the operations of city government under ex- 
treme conditions of a major emergency. 

Porterville does have, and has had for several years, a civil 
defense plan. The mayor heads the organization, the city 
council is designated as the disaster council; the city manager is 
director of civil defense. All department heads have assign- 
ments; all city employees have, or will be given specific jobs to 
do; public agencies within the city are tied into the program; 
several organizations have specific jobs to do; there is coordin- 
ation (far from perfect) between federal, state, county, and city 
civil defense planning. 

Highly important now is a pooling of ideas from city, coun- 
ty and school officials, as to the direction that a coordinated pro- 
gram for civil defense should take in ihe future. 

As for individual protection, this is, as of right now, an indi- 
vidual problem. Considerable information is available for the 
asking at the Porterville city hall; there is also information in the 
city library.

going into effect. Their total 
eonsequence is to change 
siderably the laws relating to 
boat registration, jurisdiction of 
counties or cities over boat op- 
eration, owner liability for. dam- 


con- 


ages, and like matters. Both 
Senate and Assembly bills were 
enacted into law, and several 


resolutions were adopted in both 
houses, calling. for further stu- 
dies. 

Perhaps the most noticeable, 
if not the most important change 
made, is in the registration pro- 
cedure. Under the old law, own- 
ers were obligated 
their vessels twice, once with 
the department of motor ve- 
hicles, and a second time with 
the assessor of the counties in 
which the boats were domiciled. 
Under the new law, effective 
July 1, 1962, only one registra- 
tion will be needed, and that is 
to be made with the division of 
small craft harbors, which is 
transferring frem the depart- 
ment of natural resources to. the 
new resources agency. Both hoat 
owners and county assessors will 
probably be considerably reliev- 
ed by this action. 

Owner liability for negligent 
operation was also revised on a 
major basis. Previously, the law

A new statute provides that 
state laws govern the operation, 
equipment, and all other matters 
relating to the operation of any 
motorboat or vessel (rather than 
any undocumented vessel) on 
waters of the state. Local rules 
relating to boat operation are 
now restricted to four areas: 
times-of-day limitations; speed 
zones; special use areas; and 
sanitation and pollution control. 
Such rules must be submitted to 
the small boat division for ad- 
vance approval. Authorization 
for special local regulations was 
repealed. 

The need for stepped-up edu- 
cation on boating safety matters 
wwas recognized in two measures. 
A Senate bill authorized the di- 
vision to develop a program of 
public information and research 
in the field, and provides money 
for the purpose. A resolution 
calls for cooperation between the 
division and the department of 
education in developing educa- 
tional material.

The one. percent deduction 
from farm workers’ wages is re- 
quired under a new law passed 
hy the 1961 Legislature. Farm 
workers will be covered by the 
same disability insurance and 
hospital benefits program which 
has covered employees of busi- 
ness industry in California since 
1946. Benefits will be payable 
for periods of disabling sickness 
or injury not connected with the 
job, occurring on and atter May 
1, 1962. 

Although farm workers will 
pay for the program through the 
one percent deduction on the 
first $3.600 they paid in 
wages, their employers are re- 
sponsible for collecting the money 
and sending it to the Depart- 
ment of Employment in Saera- 
mento at the end of each calen- 
dar quarter. In 1962 the one 
percent deduction wil] be on the 
first $4,100.
